June is Dairy month. So named 
to. honor one of the great Ameri- 
can industries and to call atten- 
tion to the myriad of dairy prod- 
ucts produced and manufactured 
throughout the nation. 


One of the earliest foods known 
to man, milk and other dairy foods, 
have long enjoyed consumer pref- 
erence as a quality and nutrition- 
ally valuable food for people of all 
ages. A basic food for infants and 
growing children it is unsurpassed 
in providing the essential vita- 
mins and minerals needed in the 
daily diets. 

Although in the last few years, 
some of the dairy products, prin- 
cipally butter, have lost ground 
to the manufactured synthetics, 
the year 1954 shows for the first 
time in quite a few years that the 
downward trend apparently has 
been halted.

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: | MONOLITHIC 
PIPE USED 
IN NEW LINE 


Monolithic concrete pipe, con- 
structed in an unjointed, continu- 
ous line, has been used in Improve- 
ment District No, 1 of the Porter- 
ville Irrigation district to bring 
Central Valley project water into 
the area east of Westwood drive, 
west of the Ftiant-Kern canal 
and to a line one-quarter mile 
north of Mt. View avenue. 

This type of pipe has not been 
used south of Fresno before, ac- 
cording to.E. L. Northup, man- 
ager of the Porterville Irrigation 
district, however, it has been used 
in the Modesto area many years. 
Mr. Northup states that cost of 
this type of pipe is about 50 per 
cent less than cast pipe; that it is 
guaranteed against leaks for one 
year and that it is constructed to 
handle a 12-foot head. A 10-foot 
head is the maximum that the dis- 
trict plans to put into the line, ac- 
cording to Mr. Northup. 

Ditch to handle the pipe is con- 
structed to grade, with a curved 
bottom that fits the eventual con- 
tour of the pipe. Concrete is 
mixed as it is poured, with bot- 
‘tom half of the pipe fitting into 
the ditch then top half poured 
after metal forms have been plac- 
ed over the bottom half. 

As the continuous line of pipe is 
completed, the ditch is filled. Pipe 
used is 30 inches in diameter and 
three inches in thickness; ditch 
is dug at a width of 36 inches, 
making the pipe fit against the 
ditch on the bottom and sides. 

Workmen averaged about 500 
lineal feet of line daily, with 548 
feet poured in one day. Bid price 
on the job was $2.16 per foot; 
total cost of the entire project, 
less meter valves, was $56,500, or 
a cost of about $66.00 per acre 
served. Approximately 10,000 
feet of pipe was laid. 

Payment is being made through 
the issuance of 10-year improvée- 
ment district time warrants. 

Because the pipe is not common 
in this area, considerable interest 
was indicated in the project. A 
discussion of this installation and 
of other matters relating to the 
Porterville Irrigation district, will 
be presented by Mr. Northup at 
a potluck dinner meeting of the 
Burton Farm Center, next Monday 
evening, 7:30 o’clock, in the cafe- 
teria of the Burton school.

The Stockton Visalia Railroad 
Company, was incorporated De- 
cember 16, 1869. Instead of build- 
ing over the originally planned 
route, a branch was extended from 
Peters, a point between Stockton 
and Milton on the Stockton and 
Copperopolis Railroad, to Farm- 
ington on September 13, 1871, and 
to Oakdale on October 2. The 
property was leased to the Central 
Pacific on December 30, 1874. 


The connection between Oakdale 
and Merced was built twenty years 
later under the name of the Stock- 
ton and Tulare Railroad Company, 
and was open for traffic February 
2, 1891. This company was in- 
corporated December 2, 1887, and 
proposed to build a line parallel 
to Central Pacific from Oakdale to 
Poso (now Famoso). Branches 
were to be built to the Central 
Pacific line from Modesto, Merced, 
Sycamore, Fresno and Tulare. 

On May 14, 1888, the company 
consolidated with Southern Pa- 
cific; and it was over the proposed 
route of the Stockton and Tulare 


road that the 
built and opened for traffic from 
Fresno to Porterville on July 1, 
1888, and to Famoso on December 
24, 1890. Regular passenger serv- 
ice via Porterville was discon- 
tinued October 2, 1940. ‘ 

The seven-mile road between 
Goshen and Visalia was built by 
the Visalia Railroad Company and 
placed in operation on August 14, 
1874. The property was leased 
to Southern Pacific in April, 1899. 
The year before, Southern Pacific 
had btilt its connection between

WE BEG TO DISAGREE 


In reply to the letter from Howard Baker in “We The People” 
column, we would like to point out that it was the state legislature — 
both the assembly and the senate, not Senator J. Howard Williams 
personally — who decided that an investigation should be made into 
feasibility of state ownership and operation of the Central Valley 
Project. . 

Rather than to condemn Senator Williams for having served as 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Water Resources that conducted 
hearings and gathered information on this subject, we believe the 
Senator should be praised for the excellent work that he did in con- 
nection with a matter that is of primary importance to the people of 
California, and certainly, it is gratifying to know that we of Tulare 
county have a man in Sacramento who commands the confidence of 
his fellow legislators to such degree that he has been able to rise to 
the chairmanship of the water resources committee. : 

Certainly, investigations of the magnitude that the state legisla- 
ture authorized Senator Williams’ committee to make costs money, 
but, after having sat in on a couple of the hearings, we would say that 
use of the adjective “lavish” in connection with them is: somewhat of 
an exaggeration. 

And while the committee did conclude that it was financially 
and economically feasible for the state to purchase the Central Val- 
ley Project, provided favorable terms could be worked out with the 
federal government, Senator Williams has never advocated any head- 
long rush into state purchase. 

In fact, last March the press and radio carried a statement by 
Senator Williams in which he said that he “is not in favor of state 
purchase of the Central Valley project, and those advocating the pur- 
chase are doing so without having facts on which to base their judg- 
ment.” 

In that statement Senator Williams pointed out that operational! 
and economic studies still must be made on many phases of the state 
water situation; he said, “The water problem of California is not a 
political issue. It is a matter of economic facts, feasibility and neces- 
sity. It is an issue that the water users of the state will have to de- 
termine when they have the facts before them.” 

Senator Williams is an able and honest legislator. In addition 
to hard work and long hours spent on water problems, the Senator has 
also done praiseworthy work in connection with school problems, fish 
and game legislation, state finances generally and problems of agri- 
culture. 

It would be regrettable indeed for voters to turn him down in 
November in favor of a man whose greatest claim to fame so far is 
that he writes masterful, threatening letters.
